The following notes on sundry imports into China have been 
received from Sir Alexander Hosie, Acting Commercial Attaché 
to H.M. Legation at Peking :—- 


The imports of chinaware, including crockery and earthenware, 
Cidiibiaiiania most of which comes from Japan, were valued 
Enamelled ware.

The 
value in 1907 was 119,2991., or over 10,000J. less than in 1907, but

and very popular. Japan has become a strong competitor for 
supplying China with glass and glassware; in 1906 she sent 
nearly 50 per cent. of the total. Japanese glass is not so fine.as 
European but is cheaper, and, if broken, can be replaced at a 
moment’s notice, as stocks are kept in Shanghai. It is, of course, 
more difficult to replace European glass, and there is always the 
risk of breakage en route. The value of the total import of glass 
and glassware into China in 1907 was 176,90611., nearly 20,0001. 
ahead of 1906, and 56°34 per cent. greater than the average annual 
import of the previous five years. 


The Chinese market for cutlery is much more limited than in the 
case of enamelled and glass ware, which are 


beard . : a practically within the reach of all. It is 
met ag . true that there are many Chinese inns and 


restaurants which specially provide customers 
with foreign food and the appliances necessary for its consumption, 
but the percentage of Chinese who use cutlery at their ordinary 
meals is exceedingly small, and it will be a long time before 
chopsticks are superseded. Even Japan still retains them. The 
value of cutlery and electro-plated ware imported in 1907 was 
25,0751. against 37,1551. in 1906. 


There was a falling-off in the imports of clocks and watches 
Sletke bad to the number of 278,661, with a decline in 
Watches value of 84,809/., but the increase in 1906 
a ematie exceeded the average annual import of the 

ee eee previous five years. The value of real and 

imitation jewellery rose from 40,905/. to 43,159/., the increase in 

1906 as compared with 1905 having been about 5,000/. There is 

a great demand for jewellery among Chinese ladies. 


The value of imported soaps declined from 216,0421. in 1906 to 
Saiaae 203,665/. in 1907, and, although the import was 
P 16°72 per cent. above the average of the previous 
Candles. 
five years, there can be no doubt that native 
soaps are beginning to find a readier market in China. They are, 
of course, inferior but cheap. The finest soaps will always hold 
their own until a good foreign factory is established in China, which 
country contains in abundance most of the materials required in 
their manufacture. The import trade in candles is suffering from 
native competition probably more than soap; the value of the 
import was 89,507/. in 1907, against 106,724/. in 1906 and 
against 106,318/., the average of 1902-06. Native candles are 
now being turned out at several places in China and are an exact 
imitation of the foreign article in every particular — colour, weight, 
general appearance and packing. ‘This is quite apart from the 
native candle industry of China, which is enormous in every pro- 
vince of the Empire. The wicks used in the purely native candles 
are exceedingly primitive and could be easily improved upon.

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BRITISH. TRADE ABROAD. 


Servia.—The British Vice-Consul at Belgrade (Mr. C. L. 
Blakeney) reports that the figures of Servian trade with the United 
Kingdom and colonies for the year 1907 show a considerable 
increase in both imports and exports. The total value of imports 
reached the sum of 408,811/. as compared with a total of 182,5161. 
during 1906, an increase of 226,295/.. The imports of steam 
engines and agricultural machinery alone were valued at 45,5551., 
four times the total value of all machinery and apparatus imported: 
from the United Kingdom and Colonies in 1906. The imports: 
of textile materials and manufactures also show an increase of 
159,823/.; under this heading the principal increase was in the 
imports of cotton yarns and tissues. The total exports to the 
United Kingdom and colonies reached the value of 93,4981. as. 
compared with 2,622/. in 1906; the increase is principally due to 
the trial shipments of cattle and meat to Malta. 





MINERAL OUTPUT OF INDIA IN 1907. 


The “Indian Trade Journal” of 38rd September publishes the 
following particulars of the minerai output of India in the year 
1907, based on the Report of the Chief Inspector of Mines :—- 

Coal.— The output of coal in 1907 amounted to 10,526,468 tons, 
as compared with 9,112,663 in 1906, an increase of 15°51 per cent- 
Of this, 9,993,348 tons or 94°93 per cent. were raised in Bengal, 
exceeding the output of the preceding year by 1,875,528 tons. 

The remarkable expansion of the output has enabled India easily 
to maintain her position at the head of the coal-producing depen- 
dencies of the British Empire. If the output from Native States: 
be added, India’s lead is still more striking. 

The principal increases come from the Jherria coal-field, where 
the output has gone up over one million tons, and from that of 
Burdwan, over 200,000 tons. Pench Valley in the Central 
Provinces has more than doubled its output, while Burma, which. 
was more or less in the experimental stage, has ceased to produce: 
any coal, 

The coal trade of Bengal continued extremely active during the- 
year, and as the demand for coal was greater than the supply high 
prices were maintained. 

Manganese Ore.—The production of manganese ore shows 
another substantial and gratifying increase, having risen from 
436,442 tons in 1906 to 642,082 tons last year. Of this amount over 
496,000 tons were produced in the Central Provinces, whose output 
has increased by 170,000 tons. The known manganese deposits of 
this part of India are found in what is called the Nagpur-Balaghat 
area, comprising the districts of Chhindgara, Nagpur, Bhandara 
and Balaghat. This tract of country contains some 3,500 square 
miles. Although the area is surrounded on three sides, and wilk 
in the near future be completely surrounded by main railway 
lines, few of the mines are provided with direct access to these 
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lines, and some of them are as much as 35 miles distant from them. 
This drawback has been to some extent mitigated by the enterprise 
of one of the mining companies working within the field. This 
company has laid down two narrow gauge tram lines starting 
from different points on the main line to the south and penetrating 
to distances of 12 and 30 miles, respectively, within the mining area. 

The ore of manganese which is mined in the Central Provinces 
is grey in colour, of fine grain and usually very hard and 
tough. This latter property is a very valuable one as the mineral 
has to endure a lengthy transport and many changes of bulk 
before reaching its destination. Chemically the ore is one of the 
richest and purest mined in the world. The percentage of manganese 
varies from 50 to 55 whilst the phosphorus content is low. 

Gems.—The output of gems from Burma has decreased from 
324,410 carats in 1906 to 296,125 in 1907. The output is entirely 
from the Mogok Mines. There is only one company working on a 
large scale, but there are very numerous mines and washings in the 
Mogok district worked by Burmans who have hereditary rights. 
The native-worked mines are excluded from the scope of the Indian 
Mines Act. 





FISH TRADE OF EGYPT. 


The following particulars of the fish trade of Egypt, which may 
be of interest in view of the fact that the great Mohammedan fast of 
Ramadan commences this year on the 26th September, are taken 
from the issue for September of the Journal* of the British 
Chamber of Commerce of Egypt :— |

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Fish Trade of Eaypt. 





Sardines —An enormous number of sardines are consumed in 
Egypt by the natives during the course of the year. The cheapest 
qualities, packed in tins, come from Portugal and Spain, while the 
better class article for European consumption is shipped from 
France. Salted sardines in barrels are mainly received from Italy. 
The principal selling lines for the natives are the large tins of 
30 mm. in depth, and the smaller ones of 18 to 20mm. The 
number of sardines in each tin varies from 6 to 10, according to 
size. ‘The tins are packed in cases each containing 100. The 
prices run about 22s. for the large case and from 15s. 9d. to 16s. 6d. 
for the small ones, all c.i.f. Alexandria. <A barrel of salted sardines 
usually weighs 150 kilos., the price c.i.f. Alexandria being from 
17s. 3d. to 19s. 9d. 

Sprats.—Sprats are chiefly sold in the Egyptian market as a low 
class sardine, and range trom 19s. to 19s. 9d. per case of 100 large 
tins, and from 13s. 6d. to 14s. 3d. for the smaller ones. The tins 
follow the sizes of those containing sardines. 

Herrings—The United Kingdom has practically the whole of 
this trade in her hands, though a certain quantity is regularly 
received from Greece. In the latter case, the herrings are originally 
imported from Great Britain, and it is merely the surplus above 
Grecian requirements which is sent on to Egypt. The packing is 
done mainly in barrels, though a certain number come in cases. 
The prices c.i.f. Alexandria are 6s. 6d. to 8s. per barrel of 300 
herrings according to size and quality. 

Haddock.—Trade is done in this fish throughout the year. The 
supplies come principally from Great Britain and France. 
Haddocks are packed in bales or cases, preferably the former. 
The prices c.if. Alexandria are from 20s. to 22s. 9d. a bale of 1 cwt. 

Ling.—The sale of this fish, which comes from Great Britain in 
sacks, is practically confined to Ramadan. The large size variety, 
weighing about 6 lbs. each, sell at, say, 25s. to 27s. a bale of 1 cwt. 
c.f. Alexandria. 

Saithe.—On account of its cheapness, saithe is the principal fish 
eaten during Ramadan by the natives, the shipments being received 
from Great Britain. The saitbe are packed in sacks, each weighing 
1 cwt., and the price is from lds. 9d. to 17s. per sack c.1.f. 
Alexandria. 

Hake.—Since the hake are transhipped at Liverpool, the 
returns are credited to England, though the fish come in the first 
instance from Canada. The packing is chiefly done in casks of 
4, cwts. each, the price in the Egyptian market being about 20s. 
to 22s. a cwt. c.i.f. Alexandria. 

Cod.—Imports are received mainly from Great Britain, France 
and Denmark. The shipments are principally for Ramadan—or 
rather the three days following the close of the fast—though a 
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certain small trade is done all the year round. The prices run 
about 21s. to 23s. a cwt. 

Twnny.—The prices of the Spanish variety are from 17s. 6d. to 
19s, per case of 100 tins, each weighing } kilo., and from 26s. to 
27s. 6d. for a case of 3 kilo. tins. ‘The better class quality of tunny 
comes from France, the prices being some 20 per cent. higher 
than those already quoted. France also ships an inferior quality 
at about 10 per cent. below the Spanish figures. 

Lobsters.—A small trade is done in lobsters. The prices c.1.f. 
Alexandria may be taken at from 65s. to 70s. per case of 48 one 
pound tins.

AGRICULTURsL MACHINERY TRADE IN SOUTH 
RUSSIA. 

The following information respecting the trade in South Russia 
in agricultural machinery has been received from H.M. Consul- 
General at Odessa (Mr. C. 8. Smith) :— 

Steam threshing sets.—The demand for steam threshing sets is 
small and purchasers difficult to find. The number of sets sold last 
year was only about one quarter of the number sold in a normal year, 
and in many cases, in order to induce a sale, exceptional terms had 
to be offered. In this German firms are far more venturesome 
than their British competitors. American firms are now entering 
the market. 

Traction engines.—It is possible that there is a future for traction 
engines in South Russia, both for hauling threshing machines 
and for the haulage of grain on the more level steppes. At 
present threshing machines are hauled by oxen, an expensive 
method, since from 15 to 20 oxen are necessary, and when going 
down steep slopes the machine is apt to get out of hand and injure 
the draught animals. American firms are endeavouring to secure the 
market, and three are now establishing themselves in the country.

Harrows.— Harrows are also of local make. The superior kinds 
are made by various large firms, whilst the ordinary sorts are made 
in the villages. There is no import. 


Cultivators.—Cultivators are chiefly of local British and Russian 
manufacture. The demand for them is at present small in South 
Russia, but every year it increases. As yet, however, the sales in 
the Kherson and neighbouring governments cannot be compared 
to those in Podolia, Kieff, and Poland. In Podolia one local firm 
sells large numbers. 


Horse hoes. — Horse hoes, which are of local and German make, 
are in demand only in the maize and sugar beet - growing 
districts. 


Ploughs.—German makers are slightly losing ground in the 
plough trade owing to the increased local production. The local 
ploughs are chiefly single furrow implements, but four and five 
furrow ploughs are also made. For British single furrow ploughs 
there is no demand, but a slight demand still exists from large 
landowners for multiple ploughs. There would seem to be a great 
future for ploughs, and in fact for all agricultural implements and 
machines in Siberia. The demand, which is at present large, is 
increasing fast. In one centre a small firm is turning out from 
60 to 70 a day. 


Steam ploughs.—American firms are endeavouring to introduce 
steam ploughs. It remains to be seen whether the high original 
cost of an outfit can be compensated for by an economy in use 4s 
compared with the horse plough. 

Chaff cutters.—There is some German import, but they are 
chiefly of local manufacture. 


Turnip cutters.—There is a slight demand for these in the beet- 
growing districts, where cattle are fattened. ‘They are of local 
make. 
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TRADE OF ARGENTINA. 


H.M. Minister at Buenos Aires reports that preliminary 
returns show that the value of goods imported into Argentina from 
abroad during the first six months of this year reached a gross 
total of about 26,254,6701., as compared with 26,112,337/. during 
the same period of 1907, a result somewhat surprising when com- 
plaints have been general of slackness in trade. ‘The exports for 
the same period are valued at 44,615,253/., as against 37,086,890. 
during the first half of 1907. The import figures show that the 
United Kingdom stands first with 41 per cent., as against 35°4 
per cent. in the corresponding period of last year; the United 
States second with 17:1 per cent., as against 13 per cent.; Ger- 
many third with 15°4 per cent., as against 16°1 per cent.; and 
Italy fourth with 10°4 per cent., as ayainst 8°6 per cent. The ex- 
port tables show the United Kingdom with 14:5 per cent., Italy 14°9, 
Germany 13, and Belgium 11°4 per cent., whilst 43 per cent. went to 
“orders,” of which a large proportion goes to the United Kingdom. 

Available statistics as to the quantities of the various cereals 
exported during the first six months of 1908 do not quite agree, 
but it is clear that the wheat export has been the largest ever 
known, and a reasonable estimate would seem to be about 
2,800,000 tons, of a value of close upon 19 millions sterling. 
Linseed, at 750,000 tons, of a value of 64 millions, shows the 
heaviest crop ever exported during the first half of any year. The 
export of maize may be estimated at 660,000 tons, which does not 
equal the corresponding figures for 1905 and 1906, but the value 
of the crop is about the same as that for those years. A good 
deal of damage was done to this crop by rain, and it is probable 
that not much more than 1,800,000 tons in all will be exported. 
As regards oats, about 350,000 tons were exported up to the end 
of June. 

The export of wool in the first half of this year amounted to 
101,500 tons, an improvement on the last two years, but in no 
way comparable with that of many previous years. ‘The value of 
the wool exported is estimated at about 8 millions sterling. 











STRAW AND CHIP BRAID INDUSTRIES IN JAPAN. 


The Board of Trade have received an interesting and exhaustive 
report on the straw and chip braid industries in Japan, which has 
been drawn up by Mr. M. Paske-Smith, Student Interpreter to 
H.M. Embassy at Tokio, after a tour in the plaiting districts. In 
forwarding the report, H.M. Ambassador observes that from a 
British point of view the export of straw and chip braid is of 
considerable importance. Last year the export to the United 
Kingdom amountéd to over 200,000/., thus exceeding eight per 
cent. of the total exports from Japan to the United Kingdom, 
and ranking third in importance after silk piece-goods and copper.

The wharf dues which are at present levied under section 122 of 
the Customs Consolidation and Shipping Act, 1899, are limited to 
10s. for every 1001. of value of all goods landed, and it is proposed 
by the Bill to increase such dues in the case of goods imported into 
Natal for home consumption to 1l. for every 1001. of value. 

Provision is made for a rebate of such increased wharf dues in 
the event of goods entered for home consumption being afterwards 
removed to any other Colony or State which is a party to any 
South African Customs Convention. 

It is also provided that the payment of wharf dues on any goods 
deposited in a Customs bonded warehouse may be deferred until 
such goods are cleared from the wharves.

Previously a rebate of duty was 
allowed on such methylated spirits or alcohol without restriction 
as to country of manufacture.

( faience), string and twine. German beer will pay only one-third 
of the ordinary duty; and Moselle wines will be classified as 
white wines.

If within two 
months of the dispatch of the notice of non-delivery the office of 
dest: nation shall not have received instructions from the sender, 
the parcel shall be returned to its origin. 


A Parcel-post Convention between the United States and Uruguay, 
containing inter alia the following provisions, 
became effective on lst July last :— 

No parcel shall exceed 11 pounds (or 5 kilo- 
grammes) in weight. 

Archil and its derivatives are prohibited admission to the mails 
exchanged under the Convention. 


The sender of each parcel shall make two Customs declarations. 


If a parcel cannot be delivered as addressed or is refused, it shall 
be returned to the dispatching office of exchange at the expiration 
of ninety days from its receipt at the office of destination. 


Parcels when importation is prohibited, and those which do not 
conform to conditions as to size, weight, and value, shall not 
necessarily be returned to the country of origin, but may be 
disposed of in accordance with the Customs laws and regulations 
of the country of destination.

permission for the supply of coal to warships of friendly nations. 
All materials for the construction and repair of the wharf, ware- 
houses and machinery may be imported free of duty. The 
construction of the wharf and warehouses must be begun within six 
months from the date of approval of the plans (which are to be 
presented within twelve months from the date of promulgation of 
the contract), and must be concluded within two years subsequent 
to the same date. ‘The contract will remain in force for a period 
of thirty-five years.

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1907, the Gold Coast Colony contributed the value of 833,6251., 
while the Ashanti output was valued at 329,892/. The value of the 
gold obtained by dredging in the Gold Coast Colony and Ashanti 
amounted to 56,7741. in 1907, as compared with 48,4397. in 1906.

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 

H.M. Representative at Manila reports that permission has been 
granted by the Legislature for the construction 
and working of a railway from the port of 
Danao, near Cebu, to the coal district of Cam- 
ansi, and the construction of the line has already 
begun. Its length will be about 12 miles and it will tap the 
Compostela and Camansi coalfields. This, adds H.M. Representa- 
tive; will be the first railway constructed in the islands solely for 
industrial development. 

According to a recent report, the Government coal mines on the 
island of Batan, Albay Province, have great possibilities, and it 
is stated that by the end of this month (September) there should 
be an output of 2,500 tons per month. ‘Tests have shown Batan 
coal to be inferior to Australian or Japanese coal, but it is very fair 
steaming coel and could be used on Government transports and 
inter-island steamers, as the cost of its production and transporta- 
tion is low. There appears to be no good coking coal in the 
islands.

CHINA.

a hy ~ ' will be harvested. Rains have improved the 
- asmington. prospects of the crop, which was suffering from 
continued dry weather. It is doubtful whether all will be picked, 
owing to the low prices offered, but the latest estimates are that in 
Oregon there are about 110,000 bales (of 185 lbs.) on the poles, 
and in Washington 20,000 bales. It is believed that for various 
reasons from 10 to 15 per cent. will not be picked. Since last 
season about 8,000 acres of hop-fields in Oregon have been ploughed 
up and 3,500 acres in Washington. 
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JAPAN. 


The Japanese “ Official Gazette” of the 2nd September contains 
a report by the Department of Agriculture and 
Commerce with regard to this year’s rice crop. 
It is stated that the weather at the time of 
planting the young rice plants was unfavourable and their growth 
was interfered with, but during the hot season climatic conditions 
were very favourable, and owing to the extreme heat the growth 
of the rice was excellent. According to an estimate based on 
conditions on the 26th August, the crop for this year will amount 
to 53,536,412 koku, an increase of 9:1 per cent. over last year’s 
crop and 17:9 per cent. over that of an average year. The crop in 
1907 amounted to 49,052,065 koku and in 1906 to 46,302,550 
koku. <A normal crop is about 45,400,000 koku.

RUSSIA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 185 of the ‘ Board of Trade 
g Product; Journal” of the 23rd July last, respecting the 
oe output of sugar for home consumption, 

wgtiming H.M. Embassy at St. Petersburg reports that a 
decree has been issued fixing the amount of sugar to be actually 
placed on the home market during the season 1908-9 at 51,000,000 
pouds (about 822,609 tons). ‘The inviolable reserve for the same 
period is fixed at 7,000,000 pouds (about 112,900 tons). The 
Minister of Finance is given the usual authority to draw on the 
reserve stock of sugar should circumstances tend to raise the 
prices, which are fixed (including excise) in the Kieff district for 
white crystallised sugar as follows:—-From 1st/14th September, 
1908, to I1st/l4th January, 1909, 4:1 roubles per poud (about 
3d. per pound); from Ilst/l4th January, 1909, to I1st/14th 


September, 1909, 42 roubles per poud. 








DENMARK. 


H.M. Legation at Copenhagen has forwarded a copy of a new 
Danish automobile law which came into force 
“ on the 20th August. ‘he principal provisions 
Automobile Law. are in regard to (a) the prohibition to drive by 
night, except along roads entirely illuminated, from half-an-hour 
before sunset until half-an-hour after sunrise, from the 15th August 
to the 1st May inelusive ; (>) the speed limit, which is fixed for 
Copenhagen and suburbs, the commercial towns and through 
thickly populated country towns at a maximum of 2 Danish miles 
(about 15 kilometres), and for other places at 4 Danish miles an 
hour; and (c) the special application of the law to foreigners with 
no fixed residence in Denmark. It is specially enacted that a bill 
to revise this law, which is very unpopular with motorists, shall 
be introduced into the Rigsdag before the end of 1909.

GERMANY (TOGOLAND). 


H.M. Embassy at Berlin reports that, according to the recently 
published report of the German Togo Company 
Trade in 1907. for 1907-8, the development of Togoland im- 
proved during that year, the favourable weather 
conditions in the previous year, and the improvement in’ communica- 
tions (especially the Lome-—Palime railway) having resulted in a con- 
siderably increased production. The trade in 1907, especially the ex- 
port trade, shows great improvement, the latter having increased . 
more than 50 per cent. upon the preceding year.. The exports of 
palm-oil, palm-nuts, maize, cotton, ivory and cocoa increased in 
quantity and rubber also increased in value. The imports also 
increased, with the exception of spirits which fell off owing to the 
increased duty. Tobaccoshowed nochange. Powder rose 10 per 
cent., petroleum 50 per cent., salt 30 per cent., and cotton goods 10. 
per cent. During the present year (1908) there has been a heavy 
fall in the export of rubber, but a further increase in that of palm- 
oil, palm-nuts, maize and cotton. ‘he progress in the commu- 
nications of the colony has been considerably benefited by the 
agreement between the Hamburg America Company, the Woer- 
mann Company and the Hamburg Bremen Africa Company to unite 
for the purpose of the African traffic.
